| MAN CHARGED WITH. 
CONSPIRACY. | 


Compared by the prosecution té 
the “long firm” frouds of the East 
End of London, a case was open 
before Mr, Grantham at the Central 
Magistracy, -yesterday , afternoo: 
in which a Chinese was charg 
with being concerned, with another 
not in custody, in a conspiracy to 
obtain goods by fraud to the extent 
of over $10,000 from nine different 
Chineso firma. Other charges 
under the Bankruptcy and Larcency 
Ordinances were also mentioned, ‘to 
all of which a plea of not guilty 
was returned. ” 

Mr. H. G. Sheldon, instructed by 
Mr. E. §. C. Brooks, appeared for 
the ‘prosecution. The defendant 
was represented by Mr. G. S: Hugh 
Jones. : 4 

Outlining his case, Mr. Sheldon 
said that the defendant, Chan Kail- 
sang, was a. partner of the Chung 
Sun Chong, and ‘he was, accused of 
obtaining from the various firms 
act out in the charges, goods 
amounting to the very large sum of 
J $10,598. In one or two cases smal 
payments were made on account. 
The goods were ordered mostly by 
this man or b,’ a partner of his, 
named Yip Shui-yan, and the con- 
spiracy charge was that he. con: 
spired with the latter to cheat and 
defraud the various firms from 
whom he ordered, in that he ordered 
goods without any intention of 
paying for them, ~ 

The goods were mostly obtained 
in February and March, and the 
procedure was for him to go to 
various firms in the Colony and ask- 
ed for goods to be delivered to him, 
consisting mostly of singlets, 
electric torches and socks,

INTERESTING POINT RAISED 
' ON LEGAL COSTS. 


MATTER UNDECIDED. 


“The effect on solicitors’ costs of 
failure to make a formal demand 
for money due under a promissory 
‘note was a point. which came up 
for discussion in the Summary 
Court this morning, between the 
‘Pulsne Judge (Mr. Justice Wood) 
and Mr. Horace Lo. 


The discussion arose out of an 
action brought by Ip Kwai, No. 
200, Portland Street, motor car 
driver, against Siu Fong, a ticket 
inspector employed by the Kow- 
sloon Motor Bua Co., Ltd. Mr. Lo 
vos for plaintit® and .defendant 
conducted his own case, 


When asked what he had to say 
about the matter, defendant said 
he would ‘consent to judgment, 
but, in reply to a question, he 
stated that no demand had .been 
made-on him for the money. 

Mr. Lo produced a copy of a 
letter of demand which, he said, 
plaintiff had sent to defendant. 
He added that his firm did not 
write a letter because plaintiff 
instructed them that there was nu 
need to write any more. letters. 

Plaintiff was called into the 
witness box, when he said that he 
made a demand:on defendant, but 
the latter-stated that he had not 
the money and offered one dollar, 
which plaintiff refused to accept. 

Defendant agreed that the 
demand fwas made, but explained 

that plaintiff asked for the money 
Vin March, which was before the 
note became due. 


Mr. Lo pointed out that it was 
not necessary to make a demand 
for money due under a promissory 
note, to -which his Lordship 
agreed, but added that he was 
thinking of how costs would be 
affected if no demand were made. 

Hia Lordship: continued that 
it looked as though defendant 
had not had a chance to escape 
the, action. He pointed out that 
the note fell due on April 20 and 
the writ was issued five days liter, 
apparently without any formal de- 
mand. 

Mr. Lo remarked (hat the 
amount was so small that, as plain- 
tiff had said, they considered 2 
further demand to be unnecessury, | 
Defendant did not say he would 
pay, but had said-he could not pay 
‘and had asked for instalments. 

Hig. Lordship:—He might have 
‘been able to borrow or do nnything 

? to cacnpe the action. ° 

Defendant stated , that he had 
‘nothing to say with the exception 
.of applying for instalments. He 
continued that he promised to pay 
$2 a month but duing the last two 
months, owing to being in need of 
money, he offered plaintiff $1, 
which he refused to accept. 

His Lordship:—Do you wish to 
dispute the claim and ensts? 

Defendant:—I should not pay 
the costs. I dispute them. 

After stating that he did not 
-wish to carry the matter any fur- 
ther, Mr. Lo said he would point 
out that on defendant's own ad- 
mission a demand was, in fact, 
made on him. ‘Tf the demand was 
made before the note was due, ais 
answer be to that effect, but, in- 
stead; defendant himself said he 
did not have the money and ask- 

_ ed plaintiff to accept $1. 

His Lordship said hy would like 
to look into the cases on the poirtt. 
He would give judgment for plain- 
tif'on the claim and adjourn the 
matter of costs and instalments 
until to-morrow week in chambers.
